The opposition to Congressman C. B. Buekman, lins made 
i play of empty phrases for the labor vote. 
Without offer­ 
ing a single remedy for the recognized evils the laboring 
men contend with, without making a single pledge to La­ 
bor. 
How different is the attitude of Congressman Book­ 
man, who is emphatically endorsed by the Knights of La- 
bor as a friend of Labor in Congress as he hasbeen a friend 
pf the labeling men of Minnesota. 
Early in the spring Samuel (rompers, President of the 
American Federation of Labor, addressed a letter to all Sen­ 
ators and Congressmen asking their views on the several 
subjects included in the much discussed Bill of Grievances 
Submitted by the Federation to the President, \ ice Presi­ 
dent and Speaker. 
A portion of Mr. BookmanV reply, written in April, 
19OO, while Congress was in session and some of the very mat­ 
ters touched on under considepation, was by direction of 
Mr. Rompers, reproduced in the current number of the 
Federationist, the official organ of the American Federation 
of Labor, that laboring men 
t h r o u g h o u t the country and 
the Sixth District of Minnesota may know exactly where 
Congressman Bookman stands on the Labor question. 
The following excerpts are taken fron the Federationist, 
quoting Mr. Bookman’n letter: 
‘•I favor an unqualified enforcement of the eight-hour 
law on Government work (saving, of course, forced work of 
divers, etc., such as may be necessary to save property in

“ I have always favored strict regulation of immigration 
and a 
more rigid restriction of undesirable immigration. 
While I believe America should offer a haven for the worthy 
and industrious of Europe, I do not believe it is consonant 
with our national 
welfare or duty to afford any aslyuin for 
the vicious and indignant. 
‘‘The Chinese exclusion act is in my .judgment, right and 
I do not believe it should be tampered with or evaded. 
“ Any system of law involving compulsory service, either 
civil or military, for free men will never have my support, 
and as to the evils of the towing system I am agreed with 
you perfectly, and while I am not familiar with the seacoast 
methods, I have given the towing system on our great lakes 
*Hgood deal of attention and have been lead to believe that 
the organization of the seamen has in a large degree cured 
the old evils. 
I should b e very glad to support such legis­ 
lation as you suggest. 
“ I heartily disapprove of any governmental function be­ 
ing e m p l o y e d to coerce peaceful men. and in this connec­ 
tion, I 
want to say I have no sympathy with the modern 
construction and maladministration of the fellow servant 
laws. by which corporations have been enabled to saddle re­ 
sponsibility for their own illegal acts upon their employees. 
No more do I believe it is the function of the government 
to deny any wage earner the right to ask for a betterment 
of his condition/ 
There is no law hook quibbling in those statements. 
No 
room for doubt. 
Congressman Buekman believes it is his 
duty to guard the interests of the workingman ac- carefully 
as those of any other class of men. 
I Ie was an employer of 
labor for thirty years. 
His best friends are the men who 
have worked for and with him. 
They know him and they 
trust him. 
Outlie Labor Question Congressman Buekman 
is right, as his record shows him to be right on every great 
question considered by Congress during his incumbency.
